At Voronezh the Russians killed 
1,000 more Germans, and fought 
their way into the streets of an- 
other town which the Germans 
had captured in their original 
break-through. Soviet tanks were 
supporting these infantrymen in 
the street fighting now raging in 
that Village. 

- Important Crossing Taken. 

Later this morning the Moscow 
radio announced that the Ruésians 
had captured “an important Ger- 
nan crossing” over the Don. and 
said that south of Voronezh a So- 
viet unit had captured “an impor- 
tant inhabited locality” after a 
three-day attack.

Forced Starvation, 

In a broken voice, he told how 
the Germans were turning the 
tenement building in the ghetto 
into “cemeteries.” I did not un- 
derstand what he meant until he| 
explanied that the Gestapo had 
devised a new form of torture for 
the ghetto inhabitants. 

Every day, he said, the Nazi po- 
lice closed, sealed and placed a 
cordon around several buildings 
in the ghetto. Orders were issued 
that no one could enter or leave:

As a pretext, the Nazi Gestapo 
pasted up huge signs announcing 
that the buildings had been “quar- 
antined” to combat typhus: No 
food could be carried through the 
cordon. The “quarantine” lasted

Trucks Taken Off Tire Lists 


WASHINGTON, July 19.—(#)—| 


Tire rationing rules were revised | 
today tb prevent beer, soft drinks 
and other “unessential’’ trucks 
from getting new or recapped tires 
after July 28. 

Also cut from the eligibility list 
by the Office of Price Administra- 
tion were all privately-operated 
trucks carrying alcoholic bever- 
ages, tobacco, candy, flowers, furs, 
radios, confections, musical instru- 
ments and other luxury goods— 
unless the hauling of such items 
is only incidental to the main 


service performed by the truck. 

Only trucks engaged in services| 
“essential to the war effort or to| 
the public health and safety” will | 
be entitled to newetires or recaps | 
after the effective date. | 

OPA’s announcement said the 
curb was necessitated by “increas- | 
ing evidence that quotas will not | 
provide for the needs of all those | 
on present eligibility lists.” | 

The amendment also rules out | 
trucks used to furnish “incidental | 
maintenance’ services’—such. as_ 


the cleaning of an office building. 


In addition, the amendment. 
gives local ration boards authority | 
to eliminate from eligibility some’ 


users on “list A,” which includes | 
the most essential transportation | 
functions. Trucks carrying raw 
materials, semi-manufactured or 
finished goods, including farm 
products and foods, may be rec- 
ognized as eligible only if the 
services they perform are essential 
to the war effort or to the public 
health and safety. 

At present such vehicles could 
be denied tires only if the local, 
board had more applications than 
tires to distribute. . 

The regulations do not apply to} 
common carriers. OPA anticipated | 
that many items now privately | 
hauled simply will be transferred 
to public carriers, but said the

In the second place, the pilot's rebuke would not have heen se 
effective. The self-righteous who meddle are not so easily crushed. 

To criticize slackers as a class is excusable and decent, for only 
the guilty feel rebuked and they indict themselves, but to make it 
personal Yequires a holier-than-thou gall -possessed only by the 
born meddler. And few of these are qualified to throw the first 
stone. 

You remember the old story of the school teacher who threatened 
the first pupil who looked up from his book. His back was scarcely 
turned before the class tattle-tale snapped her fingers to attract 
his attention and cried: “Willie Jones looked up.” 

“And what were you doing,” asked the teacher, ‘“‘when you saw 
him?” ; : 

It is a fair question for critics. In a war that needs every citi- 
zens full-time effort those who are doing their full duty aren't 
likely to have time to watch the conduct of their neighbors.

Breath Shortness May Mean 
A Deficient Circulation 


By Dr. William Brady. 


An early sign of deficient circu- 
lation, whether from heart weak- 
ness or other cause, is shortness 
of breath on slight exertion. The 
man or woman in the thirties or 
forties who gets winded or all out 
of breath running a block should 
have a health examination by the 
family doctor to find out what is 
the matter. 

Chief function of circulation is 
to carry oxygen to the cells of the 
body and carry back to the lungs 
from the body, muscle, glandular 
cells a load of carbon dioxide to 
be blown off from the lungs. 

Breathing and circulation are 
intimately related. 

Just as weakening of the heart 
or impairment of the circulation 
from other cause manifests itself 
in shortness of breath or labored 
breathing on slight exertion, so 
shallow or inefficient breathing 
causes more or less deficiency of 
the circulation. In many chronic 
non-disabling conditions the poor 
circulation may be considerably 
improved by the regular practice 


ing—half a dozen inflations three 
or four times a day. This applies 
particularly to conditions in which 
there is weakness of the heart and 
especially in angina pectoris, co-

artificial costal or chest type, in 
which expansion of the chest 
rather than expansion or inflation 
of the belly is the feature, return 
of blood through the veins to the 
right side of the heart is actually 
impeded. This effect of artificial 
chest breathing on the circulation 
should interest not only persons 
with heart disease but every suf- 
ferer from varicose veins, vari- 
cocele, hemorrhoids (all three are 
manifestations of engorgement or 
stagnation in the veins).
